_¥ E was Defcended from a Noble and Antient Family in England, which 
Flourifhed in great Honour in the Time of Xoger de Ware, Lord of Iefield, 

a Baron of Parliament, in the Reign of King dward the Firft. | 

HIS Father, Sir Fames Ware, Kt. in the time of Queen Elizabeth, came over 
into Ireland, in‘ the Quality of Secretary to the Lord-Deputy, and fometime after 
was made Auditor-General of this Kingdom, a Place of Honour and Profit, 
which enabled him to make many confiderable Purchafes in and near the City 
of Dublin. He was a Perfon of extraordinary Piety and ftri@ Life. He had 
by his Wife M!uary Briden, Daughter to Sir Lasuste! Byiden, of the County of Keng, 
Kt. Five Sons, and as many Daughters ,; our Author James being the Eldeft of 
his Sons, and was Born in Cafile-/treet, in the City of Usblin, on the 26th of No- 
vember, Anno 1594. His Father finding him to make early Advances towards 
Learning, {pared neither Coft nor Labour, to encourage him therein, and about 
the Age of Sixteen had him entred a'Student in Tvénity-Golledge near Dablin, 
where applying himfelf diligently to his Studies, he made fuch Proficiency 
therein, that in lefs then Six years he was made Mafter of Arts. Having finith- 
ed his Studies in the Univerfity, and made great Progrefsin all parts of Polite 
Literature, upon Advice of his Father,jneChanged hisCondition of Life,and Mar- 
ried Mary the Daughter of ‘foba Newman, of Dublin, Efq;Yet notwithftanding the 
Cumbrances of. Marriage and Bufinefs, he ftill followed his Studies, and chiefly 
apply‘d himfelf tothe Difcovery of the Antiquities of his own Country, Encou- 


raged therein by the Advice and Affiftance of the Learned and ever Famous 
Archbifhop &/ber. | About the year 1629, he réceived the Honour of Knight- . 


hood from Adam Lord Vifcount Ely, and Richard Boyle, Earl of Cork, they both 
being at that time Lords-Juftices. In 1632, he became (upon the Death of his 


he was made one of the King’s Privy-Council ‘in Iveland, and the Rebellion not 
long after breaking out, he fuffered nota little in his Eftate.. Some time af- 


teriin the year 1644, being of the Royal Party, he, with the Lord Edward Bra-— 


bazon (afterwards Earl of Meath) and Sir Henry Tichborn Kt. were fent by. Fames 
Marquifs of Ormond, the Lord Lieutenant, to King Charles the Firft, then at Ox- 
ford, about the Affairs of Iveland. Whilft he ftay’d at Oxford, he Employ’d his 
fpare Hours in Searching Manufcripts and Books in the Publick and other Li- 
 braries, Colle@ting what he thought might be afterwards ufeful to him. At 
this time the Univerfity calling a Convocation, Created him Dodétor of the Ci- 
vil Law. The Bufinefs they went about being Concluded to their Minds, they 
took leave of his Majefty, and return’d : But in their way they were taken at 
Sea»by a Parliament Ship, Sir Fames having juft before flung overboard the 
King’s-Paquet of Letters, a tothe Marquifs of Ormond : Whereupon be-

Learned Men at that time in’ London, viz. The Learned Selden, Sir Roger Twifden, 


Mr. Dugdale, Mr: Marfham ( both afterwards Knights ) . Mr. "Elias Afbmole, .Mx. 
Byfb, and. Francis Funius, Son to the Learned funsus who affifted Tremellius in 
Tranflating the Bible out of Hebrew into Latin. Upon the Reftoration- of 


King Gbarles the Second, he went into Ireland, and by Special Order was’ Re-. 


ftored to his Place of Auditor. General, of which he had been deprived in the. 
Times of Ufurpation.* At length after he had compleated the 72d. Year of 
his Age, hedeparted this Mortal Life on the Firft day of December 1666, and 
was Buried within the Church of St. Werburgs in Dublin, in a Purying: Place’ ap- 
pointed 1 for his Family.

HESE Inquiries are Publifhed, if not for the Advantage 
of Learning, at leafi for the Encouragement of others, with 
better Succefs to make clearer Difcoveries out of the dark 
~~. Mifts of Antiquity. It is undeniably evident, that very 
little. Knowledge remains of what paffed in \reland before the Light of 
the Gofpel appeared there : Neither am I ignorant that Learned Men 
have rejected as Fables the Hiftories of thofe Ancient times before 
St. Patrick’s Arrival in that Ifland. It muft be noted, that in a 
manner all the Defcription of thofe early Times are the Workse of later 
| Ages ; and therefore in this Inquiry Z have treated of them very fpa- 
ringly, and every where weighed them in a juft Ballance, according to 
the. beft of my. Fudgment. In matters of later Date, the love of Truth 
hath conftrained me (I confefs) to differ from fome Learned Men, or 
from the received Opinion ; but in either cafe I fail not moft commonly 
to alledge the reafon of my Diffent. Howbeit, in this fearch after Truth 
at fo remote a diftance, I have now and then been miftaken, it is not to 
be wondered at. Xt is a difficult thing (fays Pliny) to make old 
things look new, to caft a Luftre and Comelinefs on things de- 
cayed and ill favoured ; to bring Light out of Darknefs, and to 
give Certainty to what was before Doubtful. Axd who among the 
Learned will not Subfcribe to this Truth > Furthermore, as I do not deny 
but that many things here might have been better methodized if I had} 
thought it worth the while, fa I oe that many things likewife might

have been added out of my private Papers, which I could not come at 
| while this wes eiNe though.my Friends at. LondonandWeltminiter 
jhave partly Jupplied this Defect out of their Libraries: However, ix 
|what is here offered, you will find, befides what Learned Antiquaries 
have obfere’d before me, large difcoveries of matters (perhaps Y worthy of, 
our notice, which hitherto have. lain coucealed. Thofe fabulous Legends 
with which the lrith Hiiflorians, both Ancient and Modern do abound, I 
have either purpofely omitted, or to the beft of my Skill detetted their 
Falfboods but without betraying any ill Nature; as (I hope) the Work\ 
‘dt felf will make appear. Neverthelefs, what threugh the Obfeurity of | 
the things themfelues, and what by reafon of the variety of Opinions). 
about them, Imnft own that oftentimes I dare not pofitively affert any 
thing ; but am forced to feek ont and explain many things Ly conjectures, 
‘lor leave them to be difcovered more fully by others : Albeit, J deny no ‘ 
the ufefulnefs of Conjectures in a great part of polite Literature ; nor do 
I doubt, bat mich of Antiquity may yet be further Illuftpated by lucky 
Conjettures, befides what has hitherto been explained by the Learned, 
to the great Improvement of Learning, and confequently of Elumane 
Knowledge. However, to fay no more, if you reap any benefit from 
this Labour of mine, I [ball think my time and pains well beftowed,

Of the various Names by which Ireland was heretofore known 
to the Antients. 


en HIS Ifland heretofore inhabited by divers Colonies from 
. Britatm, Scythia, Iberia, Germany and France, was known 
to the Antients chiefly by two Names, Hébernia or lber- 
nia, and Scotia. Hibernia (as it is call’d by Cefar, Pliny, 
Solinus, Tacitus, Orofius, and others ) the moft remote Country of 
all Europe Weftward, is deriv’d either from the word Hzar, which 
Jamong the Injh fignifies the Weft, as Gamden conjectures, or from 
the Iberians, who heretofore inhabited here: From whence poffibly 
the Ifland it felf, in Antoninus his- Itinerary, is called Hibertone, and 
in St. Patrick’s Epiftle to Ceroticus, twice Hiberione, and once Hiberta. 
From either of which, the words JIerne, Jerna, fuverna, Iris, Bernta, 
Overnia, and the Irifh word Eri feem to have their Original , For 
by all thefe Names Ireland was heretofore called : From Evi, an Irifh’ 
Man is called Evigena, as fobannes Scotus, an Antient Writer of the| 
Ninth Century was commonly called. . Some derive it from 
Eberus the Spaniard, one of the Sons of Milefius, and others from 
Herimon brother to Eberus. But,more judicious Men reje& thefe o- 
pinions, as alfo thofe of others, who derive it from Irnalphus a Spa- 
nifb Captain, or from thé frozen Waters of Ireland, or from Lb 
berus a River of Spain, or from Iera a Queen, or from Furi, that ts, ' 
the Land of the Fews, nor ought we to omit here that of Samuel Bo-| 
chartus Cadomenfis, who in his Geograph. Sacra lib. 1. cap. 3.9. conjectures 
|from the Name, that Iveland was not unknown tothe Phenicsans, 
a People famous for their Navigations into remote pafts, ess 
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| plane (ait) videtur fuiffe Phentctam, Hibernia enim, nonnullis \erna, &c. 
nihil alind eft quam Ibernae, ‘Ultima halitatio, quia ultra Hiberniam ver- 
fus. Occafum,veteres nihil Moveant, preter vaftum mare. (Says he) that is, 
which name plainly feems Phenician, for Hibernia, by ep called Yerna, 
is no more than Ibernae, or the farthe/t Habstation, becaufe beyond 
reland Wefimard, the Antients knew nothing but the vaft Ocean. 
But ( to fpeak my fenfe in the matter ) among all the Conjectures 
of the word Hibernia, none feems fo fatisfactory as the Opinion. 
of [idore, and others, who deduce it from Jberiz, both becaufe 
of the Colonies of the Ilbereaus once feated. there, of which 
more in due plate; and alfo for the affinity of the Name, 
to which that of ‘Fohr Leland in Gygnea cautione feems to re- 
fiate, where he calls the: drift Iberos.

But this is only Conjecture, for I hold it a difficult matter} 
to affign the..true. Reafon -of.the Name, and therefore affirm 
nothing poflitively, but leave it under debate. 

By others (as we have faid) this, Ifland was antiently called 
Scotia, from certain Colonies ‘brought “hither from Scythia, fo 
Radulphus de Diceto about the year 1185. Evegione (fayshe) quadam 
que diet Scythia, “drextuy Scita, Sciticus, Scoticus, “Scotus, Scotia, 
from a certain Gountrey called Seythia, i deyiv’d Scita, Sciticus, Sco- 
ticus, Scotus, aud Scotia, from him Tho.

They write alfo 
that in the Year 300, after the Flood, Bartholan Son of Sera, of 
the Off-fpring of Faphet, having conquer’d I know not what Gy-

Gefar, is either falfe, or at leaft ve- 
ry obfcure and uncertain. And in what is taken out of the Irifh

the South part, was comprehended in Legh-moz. ‘To this we may 
add, that (2) Bede divides Ireland into the North and South Scots. 
There is another Antient Divifion of Ireland into Five Provinces, 
Munfter, Leinfter, Conaught, ulfter and Meath. Gi which Diviftoa.a 
Mf. Code of the Minorites (as ’tis thought ) of Mountfernand, 
“\fays thus ; Munfler containes 70 Cantreds, Leinfler 31, Conaught 30, 
Uifter 35, Meath 18. A Cantred contains 30 Town- Lands, every Town- 
land may Maintai 300 Cows, fo that the Cows being divided into four 
Herds, none of them fbould be near to the other. And every Townland 
contains 8 Carucats. The Book from whence we took this Divifion, 
was written about the beginning of the Reign of Edward I. And 
isat prefent extant in the Learned Primate Mfber’s Library. The 
like Divifion’ of Ireland is in the Regifter of the Abby of Duisk, only 
Conaught is there faid to contain 26 Cuntreds. The Author of this 
Book was one Fyntzn, but when that Fyntan lived doth not appear, 
nor can I affirm he was the fame with that Fyntin who died Anno 
Dom. DCH. By this Divifion the number of Cantreds appears to 
be 184, that is 5520 Town-Lands, or 44160 Carucats. (4) Giral- 
dus Cambrenfis has’a divifion of Ireland different fromm that of Eyntm. 
This Gouniry (fays he) was antiently divided into five almoft equal) 
parts, viz. South and North Munfter, Leinfter, Ulfter and Conaught.. 
And a little after, and here it is to be noted, that the two Munfters 
contain the South parts of Ireland, Ulfter the North, Leinfter the Eaft, 
and Gonaught the Weft. He varies alfoin the quantity of the Can- 
tred, for he (c) meafures it thus, A Gantred is fo much Land as ufually 
contains 100 Towns.

And as the 
quantity of a Cantred was various and uncertain, fo likewife of a 
Carucate, which ‘was greater or lefs, according to the Nature and 
quality of the Soil, though it be commonly taken for fuch a quan- 
tityiof Land as may yearly employ one Plough. In later times we 
reckon only four Provinces, viz. Leinjter, Munjfler, Ulfier and Co- 
-Inanght, for Meath ( which heretofore contain’d not only Meath, I 
mean the Country now fo called, but alfo Wefi-Meath, Longford, 
Fercallia, and fome other Territories) is counted part of Leznfter. 
In Leinfter are 12 Counties, Dublin, Louth, Meath, Weflmeath, Long- 
ford, Kildare, Kings-County, Queens-County, Gatherlogh, Kilkenny, Wex- 
ford and Wicklow. In Maunjter are 6, Waterford, Cork, Kerry, Lim- 
vick, Tipperary and Clare, antiently called Toumond. In Gonaught are 
5, Galway, Mayo, Sligo, Rofcommon and Leitrim. In Ulfier are 11, 
Armagh, Down, Monaghan, Antrim, Donegall, Cavan, Fermanagh, 
Tyrone and London-derry.

As for the Prede- 
ceflors of Legarius, { have purpofely omitted them, becaufe moft of 
what is deliver’d of them (in my opinion) is either Fabulous or 
very much intermix’d with Fables, and without Chronology. But 
in this Catalogue, leaft it fhould be thought that any of the Irifh 
Kings mention’d among Writers, are here wanting. It is to be 
Noted, that the petty Kings of particular Provinces, are fometimes 
falfly called Kings of Ireland.

Lacian 
likewife (in Toxaris )fays‘that the Scythians -of old {wore by the 
Wind and (a) Acinacis, nor is it to be thought ftrange that the hea- 
then Irifh fhould Worfhip the Wind, when it is certain that Auguftus 
Czfar Erected a Temple to the-Wind Gircius in Gaul. (6) Focelin a 
Giftercian Monk of Furnefs in Lancafbire, fays that the above menti- 
oned Legarius {wore by an Idol called Ceancroithi, that is, the head 
of all the Gods, becaufe (fays he) he was behev’d by the foolifh people to} 
give Anfwers. Whether the lrifo anderftood Apollo by that name,} 
is doubted. In the Regifter of Clogher, we find mention of an Idol 
there, that about the fame time ufed to give anfwers from a Golden 
Stone, from whence the City Gogher: took its name, nor are. we 
here to omit that fatal Stone heretofore called Liafal, browghtainto 
Iveland by the Thuathededans, And from thence in the Reign of Mo- 
\rievtach,'Son of Erea, fent into Argathehz, to his Brother Fergus, but 
was afterward by King Kenethinclos’d in a wooden chair for the ‘Con- 
fecration of the Kings of Scotland, and placed in the Abby of Scone, 
rand at laft was Tranflated to We/imifter, by Edward1. King of Eng- 
land. Of this Stone, wonders are related, but how true I leave tothe 
difquifition of others, Particularly the report is, that in the time 
of Heathenifm, before the birth of Chrift, he only was approv’d 
as Monarch, under whom, being fat in it, the Stone groaned, or 
(according to the book of Hoath, in the hands of Sir. Thomas Stafford) 
fpake. Of the general filence of the Oracles throughout the world 
upon the birth of Chrift, fee (c) Eufebsus, (d) Suidas, and (e) Nice- 
phorus Califtus.

Of Taniftry, the Brehon Law, and the Cuftoms called Goflipred, Fofte- 
ring and Gavel-kind. | , 







W T is true that the Laws and Cuftoms of England were introduced 
in Ireland ,at the firft coming of the Englih under Hen.II.and were 
jafterward Confirm’d and Eftablifh’d by King Yobn, and left. under 
‘| his Seal in the Exchequer in Dublim; but yet it is certain, that for 
‘tfome hundreds of Years, they didnot extend farther than the Coun- 
ltrys Inhabited by the Englifh, for inall other parts of Ireland, Ta- 

nifiry was in ufe, together with the Brehon Law, and Gavel-kind, 
‘|which Laws and Cuftoms began likewife to be received among 
‘lfome of the Englifh of better Note, as appears by a Statute made ina 
Parl. at Kalkemny in the XL. Year of Edw. II. under Lionel Duke 
‘\of Glarence, Lieutenant of Ireland, wherein the Englifb are com- 
-imanded, in all Controverfies, to.be govern’d.by the common Law 
lof England, and whoever fubmitted to the Brebon Law, or Law of 
the Marfhes is declar’d a Traitour. But notwithftanding that Act, 
\thofe Laws-and ‘Cuftoms of the Jvifb were afterward recetv’d by}; 
many of the Englifb. Nor till the Peace fettled under King ames, 
were the Laws of England receiv’d and acknowledg’d univerfally in 
‘| Tveland. By the Law of ‘Taniftry (of which we now treat) the here- 
| ditary right of Succeffion was not obferv’d among the Princes or 
Rulers of Countrys, but the ftrongeft, and he who had moft followers, 
often the eldeft and -moft worthy of the Blood and name of the De-| 
ceafed King, fucceeded: who, by the common fuffrage of the 
People, in-the Life time of his Predeceffor, being appointed Suc- 
cellor, was called Tanift, as much as to fay, Second. Which name 
SGetiv’d from Thane, an honourable Title among the 
om the chief were called the Kings Thanes, or Minifters 
yer receiv’d the Dignity maintained himfelf and fol- 

sertain Lands appointed for that ufe, called Woghty, 
but chiefly by certain tributary Impofitions, which he exacted at Ms 
will, 
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will, called wawertags, &c. from which only the Lands of the 
Church, and fuch as he indulged by particular Priviledge were 
exempt ; So that every King among them was a Tyrant. They 
had likewife certain. Judges among them, called Brehous, who at 
certain appointed times in the open Air, and ufually on a Hill, 
being feated on Glods of Earth, determin’d what Controverties 
happened among their Neighbours. Thefe Judges were not ac- 
quainted with the Laws of England, but in matters depending be- 
fore them, gave Judgment partly according to the Civil and Cannon 
Law, and partly according to the Cuftoms in ufe among them- 
felves, and as they had Brehons of one Sept or Family, fo alfo they] 
had Hiftorians, Phyficians, Chirurgions, Poets and Harpers of other 
peculiar Septs, to every one of which certain Lands were affign’d. 
The King likewife (if he were of the moft Potent ) referv’d to 
himfelf the power of making War or Peace. But to return to the 
Brehon Law ; Murther, Rapes and Thefts. were punith’d with a 
Mulét, called Evic, of which the Brebon had the 11th partas his Sa- 
lary. This kind of Fine the A/banian Scots ( who of old had the 
fame Cuftoms ) called (2) Gro. But what was taken from Stran- 
gers, as tho done for the publick good, was after the manner of 
the old Gauls and Spartans efteemed commendable. , 

They had likewife two other Cuftoms, called Gosfipred, and 
ffottecing, which by the Corruption of time were the caufes of 
much Mifchief; For from hence began thofe Combinations and 
Confederacies of Parties, upon any difcord arifing among the more 
Potent of them, in all things lawfull or unlawfull, So that the 
-1+Condition of the Subject was miferable in thofe places where thefe 
| Cuftoms prevail’d. 

Laftly, to conclude this Chapter, it remains that we fay fome- 
thing or the Cuftom which we call @avel-bind. As to the Ety- 
mology of the word, Lambard and his followers expound it to be 
an Inheritance defcending to all the neareft kindred, from the Saxon 
word difelecalecpn. But I think Sommers opinion more probable, who 
in his Gloflary derives it from the Saxon Gafel, that is a Tax, Trebute, 
or Penfion, and cpnd, that is, Nature, Kind, or Condition. So that 
®avel-kind denotes a Tributary Poffelfion, lrableto an Annual Rent, and 
the Services and Duties of other common Poffeffions. But of this let o- 
thers enquire. By this Cuftom among the Irfb, the Inheritance 
of the deceafed ( below the degree of a Tanz/t) was equally divided 
among the Sons both lawfully and unlawfully begotten ; and_ they 
failing, among the next Heirs-Males, the Femals being wholly ex- 
cluded, contrary to the antient Gavel-kind of the Englifh. Saxons; a- 
mong whom, the Hlue-Male failing, Femals were admitted to Inhe- 
rit, and Baftards wholly excluded. Upon this Account, any of the 
Sons, tho’ labouring under the greateft Poverty, efteem’d himfelf a 
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Gentleman, and much difdain’d to meddle in Husbe Merchan- 

dife, or any Mechanick Art. The like cuftom of Gavel-kind was al 

' fo in Venedotia, or North-Wales, till the 12. of Edward I, when by 
the Statute of Rutland the faid Cuftom wa and fo con 
Statute it was

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jwholly abolifh’d. There are yet extant, as [have heard, fome,

O theproper Names of the antient Irih, Strnames were added, 
either from fome Aétzon, fome Quality of the mind, Colour or 
mark of the Body, or from Chance, or Ironically. So Neal King of 
Ireland was called Vigialac, becaufe he had taken nine Hoftages from 
the leffer Kings, and had held them for fome time inFetters. King 
Brian waS called Boruma, becaufe he had recover’d from the people 
of Leinfter, a certain Annual Tribute fo called. Cenfela. was called 
the Wife, S. Barr, tmbarr, or White Barr." S. Comin, Fada, ot Long, 
and Aid, the Bearded Clerk, from hislong Beard; like as among the 
Grecians, Seleucus II. King of Syrsa, was call’d Ceraunus, that is, Thun- 
der, from his precipitate temper. Ptolomy VIL. King of Egypt, , Phy/- 
con, fromhis great Belly, and (to omitt others) Pzolomythe laft fave 
one, Auletas, from his great love to the Bagpipe. Oras among the 
Romans, M. Aurelius was called Corvus, and his off-(pting Corvint, be- 
tcaufe he kill’d Gallus in a Duel by the accidental help of the flight 
of a Crow. One Scipio was call’d Africanus, another. Afvaticus, from 
their Viétories obtain’d in ‘thofe parts of the. World. So he that 
was Born in his Fathers abfence was call’d Proculus, if Born - after 
his Fathers Death, Pofthumus, if lame, Claudius. But-he that de- 
fires to know more of the Koman Sirnames, let him .confult (4) 
Plutarch. I return to Ireland, where it is to be Noted that the an- 
tient Irifb, befides thefe Sirnames, had alfo after theantient manner

At laft in the Reign of the forefaid Brian, the Sirnames of the 
Irifb, or the names of Families began to be fix’d and propagated to

fcendant from fome principal Man, asO Brian, O Conner &c. Yet 
it isto be acknowledg’d, that for fome Hundreds of years after, 
many Families had no certain and fixed Sirnames. Some obferve 
that about the year of Our Lord 1o0oo. (in the time of Brian) Sir- 
names began alfo to be fix’d in France, England and Scotland, firft 
among the Nobility, and by degrees among the lower fort.

Of thefe, the See of Mayo, was afterward united to that of Taam, 
as alfo (tho omitted in the Diftribution) that of Enaghdun, like- 
wife the See of Roffcoman was Tranflated to Liphbin, and that of 
Guan was united to the Province of Armagh, after a long debate at 
Rome between the Archbifhops of drmagh and Tuam. For I cannot 
but think that Génanz is corruptly there read for Cluana (commonly 
Glonmacnoife) both for the affinity of the Name and propinquity of 
that See, being divided from the Province of Tuam only by the 
River Shenan.

: \ YE Treat here of the Orders Antiently found in the Church 


of Ireland, whereof the Names of fome are rarely found 
elfewhere. Corba or Comorba, Corban or Comorban ( for it is vari- 
oufly read) fignifies, according to fome, a Fellow-Bifhop, from whence, 
they think it is Barbaroufly contracted into that Name; fome think 
that Comfurbach fignifies in Infb a Joint-tenant, and Joint-Poffeflor of 
the fame Land. But it is generally (as Colgan rightly obferves ) 
ufed among our Antient Writers, for a Succeffor in the Prelacy or 
Dignity Ecclefiaftical. In this fenfe, in our Ivifh Annals and Hifto- 
ries mention is often made of the Comorbans of Patrick, Albeus, 
Farlath, Columba, Fechin, and others. But here we {peak only of 
the Lay-Gomorbans, who were often married Men, tho’ of thefe 
fome were heretofore improperly called Abbots, and_ others 
Priors. Tothem andtheir Families were affigned certain free Lands, 
commonly called Wevinon-ands, whereof more hereafter in 
the word Erenach. Nor (as I think) wasthis Order unknown to the 
Welfh, cho’ called by another Name. For Giraldus (a) Gambrenjis feems 
to denote by the word Comorban, a Lay-Abbot. For thus he. It

|the Poffeffions of the Laity, from whence likewife it began to 
be called a Sanctuary. 

Upon the Death of an Erenach, the reft of the fame Stock 
who Poffefs’d thofe Lands, elected to the Office fuch a one 
of his Family, as for his Age and Manners they judged 
moft fit. He was ufually Married, but he who had the firft' 
Tonfure, was prefented to the Bifhop, and was admitted and 
Confirm’d by him, and at his Entrance paid a certain relief) 
to the Bifhop; but if for any juft reafons he was Rejected, 
they chofe another in his place. If the Family difagreed in 
the Election, then the Erenach was chofen by the Bifhop and 
Clergy, but of the fame Stock. If that Stock was extind, 
then the Bifhop and Clergy elected another Family to bear 
that Office, with the ufual Conditions. Some derive Erenach 
from Hereo, becaufe they did, as it were, adhere to the Bofom 
of the Church. Ofhers think Termon denoted Terram Mona- 
chorum, Monks Land, but I rather approve the former De- 
duction.

In 1169, about the beginning of May, Robert Fitz-Stephens, Ms- 
ler E1tz-Henry, Milo Son of David of Menevia, and Herve de Monte- 
mavifco came out of Wales with an Army, and landed in Ireland. 
The place of their firft Landing was called Banna, that is, Ble/- 
fed, commonly Bag and Bun, near Fethard in the County of Wex- 
ford, which fome (tho’ I think not rightly) take to be the 
fame with Ptolomy’s Sacrum Promontorium, or Holy-Head: The next 
day after followed Maurice de Prendergafs with 10 Men at Arms and 
60 Bow-men.

The reverfe of the third Coin feems to defign the year 1115,

in England and Ireland, and the money of both Kingdoms to be} 
put iudifferently in bis Treafury. From hence it appears that money} 
had been Coin’d in Ireland before, but then, by the Kings 
Authority, the money of that Gountry was firft reduced to the weight Hs

the Gsty. But for more Antient times, fee (a) Orderick Titalis, who (4) Hike 
Eccleliatt, 


frequently mentions the Coin which he calls Sterilenfis, in the 
times of William the Conqueror, and particularly in a Charter 
oi his Granted to the Abby of. Utick. Polidore, Virgil and fome others 
are of opinion that {uch mony, was call’d Sterling from the Effigies of 
the Bird fo called which was fometime ftampton it. But Polidore wasan| 
Italian, and therefore not very knowing in our affairs, and parti- 
cularly that Effigies reprefented a Dove, not a Sterling, as others 
have alfo obferved.

fate of the Exchequer of dreland in the ‘time of Edw. Hil. I cannot 
but note here the grofs error of Wal/mgham, who in the Hiftory of 
Rich. Il. in the year 1394, affirms, that Edm. III. received yearly 
out of Ireland 30000 pounds, whereas from the very Records 
of that time, -yet extant, it is evident that not the third 
part of that Summ was paid yearly into’ the Exchequer. 






In the third year of Rich. Il. that‘is in 1379, by Authority 
of Parliament: it was granted that every one in -Ireland might 
dig for Mines of Gold and Silver in ‘the Lands belonging unto 
them, for the fpace of 6 Years, the ninth part to be referv’d 
to the King, and the refidue to themfelves, to be converted 
into Veffels, or to be Coin’d in the Mint in Dubliny Yet with 
prohibition of Tranfporting Gold or Silver, or Bullion into any 
other Countrey: except ‘England, under pain of Confifcation. 

In the times of Hen. IV. and Hen. V. I find nothing relating 
to this matter, but it appears that in the beginning of Hen. VI. 
36 pence made an Ounce of Silver. So Linwood, who writ in 
that time, in the Chapter, Item quia Verb Centum folidos. Here 
Solidus (fays he) -%  takem for 12 pence Englifo, 26 of which 
weigh one Ounce, whereas now fcarce 32 pence make an Ounce. But 
let us now fee what the publick accounts of Ireland fhew us.

Patrick, the Apoftle of the fib, built a Church, and fixed his 

. See there, in the year of our Lord 445, or according to the 
iter Annals, in 444, at which year in the fame Annals we find 
this Note, Armagh Founded. rom the building of Rome to the found-| 
ing this City, ave 1194 years. The place where it was built (near 
the River Calin ) from the abundance of Willows that grew. there, 
called Druim-failec, was given by one Dair, a wealthy Man, and of 
great Name in his Country.. But from the rifing Situation of it, 
it was afterward called Armagh, or Ardmagh, that is, a high Field. 
Of S. Patrick’s firft Conftituting his See there, ‘Yocelam the Monk of 
| Furnefs, in the Life of S. Patrick fays thus, He Conflituted the Ar- 
chiepifcopal See in that City, and ordam’d that 1t fhould be the Chief See, 
the Metropolis, and Myfire/s of al/Ireland. Of the Antient Dignity 
of this See, I have nothiag to fay, but that it had heretofore very 
large Priviledges, granted, in Confirmation of the Liberties of the 
Church. This Cathedral, as it was often ruin’d and deftroy’d by 
Fire, fo it was-again and again rebuilt and amplify’”d by the Arch- 
bithops of Ardmagh, but chiefly by Patrick Scanlam, about the year 
of our Lord 1262, then newly Tranflated from the See of Rapho to 
Armagh. His next Succeffor Nicholas,Son of Molzfa,belide Books, rich 









of Armagh, beftowed likewife an Annual Penfion of 20 Marks for the 
Fabrick of the fame, to be pay’d out.of.his Manour of Termon-fez- 
chan. He alfo appropriated to his See the Manour of Dromyskzn. 
He died on the roth of May 1303. Famous for his Eloquence an 
Prudence, having govern’d.the See of Armagh 31 years. |

S. Patricks Church in Down. 
 §.Cailan, Cotemporary S. Macnijius, Bp. of Conor, but a young- 
er Bifhop, was, of Abbot of Nendrum, made Bifhop < of 
Down, about the end of the fifth Century. This Church was 
rebuilt by 8. Malachias Morgair Bp. firft of Conor, afterward Arch- 
Bifhop of Armagh, and then, upon his Refignation of that See, 
Bp. of Down in1137. About 4o years after, Malachias the third of 
of that name Bp. of Down, affifted by Fohn Courcy, called the Con: 
gueror of Wiffer, Beautify’d and Enlarg’d it. The fame John like- 
wife, difplacing the Secular Canons, introduced Benedsétin Monks 
in their room, out of the Abby of S.Werbarg in Chefter, in the 
fyear 1183, and at the fame time, by perfuafion of the fame 
Courcy, that Cathedral, before Confecrated to the B. Trinity, was 
dedicated to S. Patrick, from whence, many believed, Courcy drew ; 
upon himfelf thofe many misfortunes that afterward befel him. 
However the place was heretofore famous, for the Sepulchre of 
S. Patrick , to which likewife the Bodies of S. Columb and S. Bridget 
were afterward Tranflated. The laft Bp. of this See, before the 
real Union of the Churches of Down and Conor, was John Sely a 
Benediétin Monk, but he being depriv’d in the year 1441, Fohn 
Bifhop of Gonor obtain’d a Union of both Sees from Pope kuge- 
nius 1V, and now one and the fame Bifhop is called Bifhop of 
Down and Conor. The place was heretofore called Ayas-Cealtazr, 
which name being Antiquated, it was called Down, as likewife the 
Country thereabout.

The Church of S. Macartin m Clogher. 
This Church was Founded by S. Patrick, who gave it afterward 
to his Beloved Difciple and Indefatigable Affiftant in Preaching the; 
word of God,S. Macartin, in Focelin call’d Kerten, defcended of the 
Noble Family of the Arads. S. Macartin. was Bithop there till the 
Year 506, when he dyed, and was Buried in the Cemetery of that 
Church. Some Ages after, namely in i041, this Church was 
new built, and Dedicated to the Memory of S. Macartm, and a- 
bout the Year 1295 it was repair’d by Mathew Mac-Catafaid Bp. of 
Glogher.. He likewife built a Chapel over the Sepulcher ofS. 
Macartin, and inclofedthe Cemetery with a Wall. At laft on the 
28 of April 100 years after, while Arthur Mac-Cameil, Bp. of the 
place was new Building the Chapel of S.Macartin, the Cathe- 
dral, two Chappels, $.

He died a very Old Man on S. Laurence’s 
day in 1432, having govern’d this See 42 Years, his Ordinances 
(which I note by the. way) are extant, Publifh’d in the Years 1395 | 
and 1430.  Glogher fituate by the River Lun, has its name from a 
Golden Stone, by which in the times of Gentilifm, the Devil 
gave Anfwers, as at the Oracle of Delpos..

The Regifter of the Church of Clogher makes him Bifhop of 
Cluain, which is fituate by-Logh-Ern, and is commonly call’d Clunes, 
and fays that he was there buried with St. Tigernac, firft Bifhop of 
the place. From the beginning of this new Foundation, Andrew 
himfelf,and his Succeflors, were no more called Brefimzenfes, nor Tri- 
burnenfes, but Bifhops of Kzlmore.

Brandub King of Leinjler, gave the City Fernes to S. Edan or 
Moedog, the firft Bifhop of that place, and according tu our Wri- 
ters, with the confent of a great Synod, made it the Metropolis 
of all Leinter, about the year 598. Of which an Antient writer of 
the Life of S. Edan fays thus: A great City grew up there in honour o, 
S. Moedog, and was called Eernes, afterward a great Synod being Ay- 

| fembled in Leinfter, King Brandub with the Laity and Clergy decreed, 
that the Arch-Bifhoprick of all Leinfter fhould always be am the See of 
S, Moedog, and then S. Moedog was Confecrated by many Catholicks. 
S. Edan died very Old the laft of anuary 632, and was buried in 
the Church of Fernes whereof he was founder. To him fucceed- 
ted S.Moling, called alfo Dairchillz, who (as we read in his Life ) 
was Conftituted Avch-Bifhop im the See of S.Moedog. It was already 
ordain’d by Brandub Son of Eathac King of Leinfter, that the 
Aychiepifeopal See of Leinfter fhould be in the City of S. Moedog.

In the Life of the fame Bridget written by Cogsto/us, he is called Arch- 
Bifhop and High Prieft. He died 3 May 519, and was buried in 
his Church at Kildare (which fignifies the Cell of the Oak) near 
the high Altar: his bones 281 years after, vz. in the year 800, 
were remov’d into a Silver Cafe Guilded and Adorn’d with pre- 
cious Stones. The Red Book of the Earl of Kildare ( from what 
_- | Authority I know not) fays that one Lonzus was firft Bp. of that 
place, that Ivorius fucceeded him, and to [vorius Conleth: And 
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from the fame Book, Kichard Staniburjt nas the lame, in his Luglio

Ae The Church of S.Laferian m Leghlin. 

Of the Province of Dubin, Leghlin only remains to be {poken 
of, where the Cathedral was Conftituted by S. Laferian or Molai/re, 
Son of Catrel de Blitha. He is faid to have had his Education till 
his adult years, under S. Murin the Abbot, to whom his Mother, 
who was Daughter of a King of the Piéts, committed him to be 
Inftructed. He afterward went to’ Rome, where he lived. 14 years, 
and there heard S.Gregory expounding the Holy Scriptures, by 
whom being ordain’d Prieft, he returned home. Soon after he 
came to Leghlim, where S. Goban was then Abbot, who freely 
deliver’d up his Abby to him, and built a Cell for himfelf and his 
Monks in another place. 1590 Monks were here under the Go- 
vernment of S. Laferian, fays the writer of the Life of S. Muna, 
who farther affirms that a great Synod was held in the White Field, 
and a great Controverfy arofe between S. Laferian and S.Munu, 
about the Celebration of Eafter, whether on the Lord’s-day, or 
with the Hebrews, at the fourteenth Moon. But this Synod being 
held in the Month of March, 630, and concluded without the 
defired fuccefs, Lafertan went again to Rome, where Pope Hono- 
yius \. made him Bifhop, and at his return (as we read in the Life 
of the fame Laferian) committed to him the Office of Legat in Ire- 
land, and not in vain, for after his return, it appears that the Ob- 
fervation of Ea/ter was reform’d in the South parts of Ireland, ac- 
cording to the Order of Pope Honorius. Laferian died the 14 of the 
Kalends of May 638, or 639, and was buriedin his Church. In 
the Synod held at Dublin under Alexander Bicknor Arch-Bifhop of 
Dablin, the days of the death of S. Laferian, and likewifeé of Patrick, 
Bridget, Kenny and Edan are reckon'd Feffa Duplicia in the Pro- 
vince of Dublin.

Trinity Church im Waterford. 

The Danes of Waterford having embraced Chriftianity, thought 
fit to have a Bifhop in their City, and therefore made choice of one 
Malchus, an honeft man, fome time a Benedsétine Monk of Winche-} 
fier in England, and fent him to receive his Confecration from An- 
elm Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury in the year 1096. A Copy of the 
Letters writ in his behalf is extant in Ezdmerus. Malchus after his 


‘{CGonfecration returning to Waterford, the Danes and he together 


built this Cathedral. It was afterward indowed by King ohn, 
about the beginning of the 13th. Century, at which time like- 
wife (I think) the Church of Waterford had ite firft Dean. The Pof- 
feffions of the Dean and Canons particularly exprefs’d, were con- 
firm’d by Pope Innocent III. as we find in his Epiftles Publithed by 
Franc.

Abbot of the famous Abby of Ratheny, where he govern’d 40 years, 
and being driven from thence by King Biathmac, he was made the 
firft Bifhop of Lifmore. He built the Cathedral there, and a famous 
School, where many of old, profefs’d the true Philofophy. He 
died after many teftimonys of his fanctity, 14 May 638. and was 
buried in his Church at Li/moxe, which fignifys a great Inclofure. 
The School of Li/more was for a time govern’d by St. Gatald, af.

Fitz-David of Menevia, and Harvy de Monte Marifco, with 60 Men at} 
Arms, and 300 Archers on Foot, in three Ships, firft of the Norman 
Race Landed in Ireland.

to Wexford, then in Poflefion of the Eafferlings, which after a thort 
Siege, was Surrender’d' to Dermot, who there, according to Promife, 
‘made over by Grant the Town, and two adjacent Cantreds to Robert 
Fitz-Stephens, and Maurice Fitz-Grrald, though they were not yet ar- 
lriv’d.

This conten- 
tion (that I may repeat the matter from the beginning) took its firft rife in 
the year 1482; for about the end of that year Keating was difplaced by Pe- 
ter Daubuffon great Matter of that Order in the Ifleot Rhodes, (under whofe 
Authority he was) for difobedience, and his male-adminiftration in that em- 
ployment particularly; becaufe he had made away divers of the Jewels and 
other Ornaments of that Priory, and pawned others of them, amongft which } 
mention is made of a piece of our Saviours Crofs. Alfo becaufe he had 







charged it with divers annual Penfions. eating being therefore deprived, 
the faid Marmaduke Lomley, an Englifh-man, de{cended of the Noble Family 
of the Lomleys, was by the faid Mafter of Rodes ordained to fucceed him. } 


Sted, the next year he landed at Clontarf, being a Preceptory of the fame 
Order, two miles diftant from Dublin: as foon as Keating had notice of his

Although Lomley madea previous proteftation againtt it, 
at laft he affigned to him the Preceptory of Xil/faran in the County of 
Lowth. Lomley gave an account by Letters of all proceedings as well to 
the King as to the great Mafter, and at length with that great fuccefs, thar} 
Keating was for his offences Excommunicated. Keating being offended here- 
at, and laying all the fault on Lomley, he with armed force expelled him out 
of the Priory, as the fountain of all thefe new troubles; Octavianus de Pa- 
latio, Archbifhop of Ardmagbh, in whofe Diocefs the faid Priory was fituate, 
endeavouring in vain to refcue him: Nor were Lomleys troubles ended here, 
for he was about this time once more caft into Prifon by his Adverfary, 
what become of him afterwards I know not; certain it is that he never Go- 
verned the Priory. Yet Keating himfelf notwithftanding this, for almoft 
nine years after he held the Priory by force, he was at laft ejected with 
ereater difprace, and ended his life in great poverty after that he had feen 
Fames Vale to be fubftituted in his place. 

The Prior of this place (which is here noted by the way) was heretofore 
efteemed Protho, Prior of all Zre/and, and had his Place and Vote in the 
Houfe of Lords, As for the Priory it felf, it was fo fpacious, and of fuch 
an excellent StruChire before the Suppreffion, that it was defervedly efteemed 
to be one of the goodlieft Fabricks of all the Kingdom.

the prefence of the Deputy, Chancellor, Treafurer, Earl of Lincoln, Lord 
Lovel, and many other Nobles and Prime men of the Kingdom, as well 
Ecclefiaftical as Secular. They fay that the Crown wherewith he was 
Crowned, was borrowed from the Statue of the Blefled Virgin Mary, 
kept in a Church called by her name, fcituate near the Gate commonly 
called Dames-Gate; from hence he was conducted through the midft of 
the City to the Caffle of Dublin with great applaufe of the people, and 
was there feafted. | 3 

Thefe prefent carriages of affairs did much difpleafe Ofavianus Arch- 
bithop of Ardmagh, foon after he had laboured (but in vain) to deter the 
Earl of Xilldare from fo unlucky a fact, he withdrew himéfelf from the Earl, 
and from the Solemnization, refufing to be prefent at the Coronation, 
which refufal afterwards created him much trouble. | 

In the mean while the’ Parliament, Courts of Juftice, Proceffes, Sta- 
tutes, and Aéts of the Council came all out in the narne of this Imagina- 
ry King or Prince. And more efpecially there is mention made in a Let- 
ter of the faid Ofavianus, to a certain Exglifh Prelate, whofe name is not { - 
mentioned, of a great Council called in his Name by his Authority ; in 
which Councila Subfidy was granted by the Clergy to the Pope in his 
abfence, as he alledgeth, for to obtain abfolution from the Cenfures and 
Excommunication which happily they might have incurred by raifing new 
tumults againft the King. 

All the Acts that came out.in this mock Kines Name were repealed in 
Poynings his time, when he was Deputy, in the year 1494. ina Parliament 
held at Drogheda. ; 

_ About the beginning of Fune this year 1487. the Lord Zhomas Fits- 
Gerald refigned the Lord Chancellorfhip, to whom fucceeded Rowland 
Euftace Baron of Portleffer. Soon after a Navy by the decree of the 
Council, with this mock Prince attended by German and Irifb Forces, of 
whom the Earl of Linco/a was Commander in chief (being accompanied 












the German) fet fail from Dublin, and with a fair Gale of Wind arrived at 
Fouldrij in Lancafbire, where Sir Thomas Broughton being one of the Con- 
fpirators, immediately joyned with them with a {mall number of men; 
being thus provided, they pafled through York/hire, where they expected 
an additional fupply of certain Forces, but all in vain: However not long

Earl of Lincolz having notice of the Kings approach, continued notwith- 
{tanding his intended journey, without fear, and pitched his Tents near a 
Village called Stock in Notinghamfbire, ~almoft within view of the Kings 
| The next day being the 2orh. of Fume, King Henry drew out his For- 
ces, and divided them into three Armies, he marched to Stock, where the 
Earl likewife by Swarts directions did couragioufly range his men in Bar- 
ey fought valiantly for three hours together on each fide, with equal 
lofs ; but at laft the Van of the Kings Army, which hitherto had born 
the brunt, the other two Armies ftanding idle all this while as lookers on, 
(which is to be admired at) continued the Fight with fo great valour and 
fury, the firft Leaders on of the Army being flain, that the reft eg 
fily put to flight. In this Battel (which Polydore Virgil by a miftake Ha 
pofes to have hapned in the year 1485.) on the mock Princes party i 
valiantly fighting Fohn de la Pole Earl of Lincoln, Francis Vifcount Lovel, 
the Lord Zhomas Fitz-Gerald, whom fome do erronioufly call the Earl of 
Kildare, Maurice Fitz-Thomas, a Geraldine, Broughton, Plunket, Son to the 
Baron of Xileny and Swart, befides 4000 common Souldiers. Some do 
report that the Lord Lovel was drowned inthe River of Zrezt, and others 
that he perished not by water, but that he lay hid for a long feafon in 
a certain Vault under ground, where he led a miferable life. . 
Among the Prifoners that were taken, were that Scesic Kingling, Lam- 
bert Simnel, and his Tutor, that fubtil Prieft. | : 
But as touching Lambert, by an unknown clemency of a Prince, after 
he had: acknowledged his faults, and had implored the Kings mercy, ie 
not condemned to die, but was thruft into the Kings Kitchen, where or 
‘a time he turned the Spit, and was afterwards made one of the Kings 
Faulconers. But the Prieft his Tutor was deprived of his Prieftly Fun- 
&tion, and committed to a certain Dungeon, as fome do report, yet sae : 
fay that refpect being had to his Funétion, notwithftanding the heinouf 
nefs of his fault, he was neither nies by death, nor degraded, but on- 
erpetual Imprifonment.

in that Expedition not afew of Simmne/s and the Earl of Lincolus Abet- 
tors were difcovered, whereof fome to terrifie others were put to death,’ 
and fome were fined in great fums of Money; and others, efpecially thofe 


|of the meaner fort were pardoned. ‘Thefe things being done, the King re- 


turned to London, where he was received with great applaufe of the peo- 
ple. On the 257h. of Novemb. following (being St. Catherines day) Queen 
Elizabeth his Wife was with great Pomp Crowned at We/tminfter : ‘The 
Prognoftication of whofe Coronation Bernardus Andreas {oon after com- 
pofed in Lyrick Verfes, as he was the Kings Poet Laurear, and his Zorio- 
grapher. ; 

Soon after the King writes to the Mayor and Citizens of -Water- 
terford whom he had found to be moft faithful unto him, wherein after 
he had commended them for their immovable fidelity, he required and 
commanded them to endeavour to feize on the Ships,Goods and Merchan- 
dize of the Citizens of Dublin, for and to the ule of their City, as alfo of 


all others trafficking with them. Alfo the next year (on the 1274. of May) | 


as a fuller teftimony of his good will, he with new Priviledges and Im- 


munities rewarded the fidelity of that City. Hitherto he fent no Forces | 


into /reland to extinguifh this Sedition, (a thing much to be admired ar) 
it cannot be denied but that hitherto he did much neglect his Zrz/h affairs, 
but the next year following he fomewhat redrefled this overfight, yet with 
fuch clemency and moderation, (deferving rather to be loved than feared) 
that he fhewed himfelf both a merciful Prince, and a lover of Peace, 
whereby he gaitied a Conqueft without bloodfhed, as by that years Story 
to the Reader will plainly appear. 

In the mean while on the feventh of December, James Fitz-Thomas a 
Geraldine, and Earl of Defmond, who for almoft twenty eight years flou- 


rifhed bothin Wealth and Power, was fuddenly and cruelly murthered by | 


his Servants in his Houfe at Rarhkeale in the County of Limerick; he de- 


rived his Pedigree from Morris the Son’ of Gerald, who in the Conqueft | 


of Ireland in Henry the Seconds time he behaved himfelf fo bravely and 
manfully as feveral Hiftories make mention of the fame. This James dy- 
ing without iffue, at leaft without iffue-male, his Brother Morri/h fucceed- 
ed him, by whom Fohn Mantagh the chief contriver of that Murder, was 
foon after taken and flain. And fo for the moft part it falls out, that thofe 
who embrue their hands in others blood, have the fame meafure meeted 
unto them. Horace gives a touch of this kind in this third Book of Ver- 
fes, Ode the fecond. | . :

On the 21th, of July Gerald Earl of Kildare, did inthe firtt place do 
his homage in the prefence of Sir Richard Edgecombe, in St. Thomas Abbey 
in the great Chamber ( called the Kings Chamber; ) afterwards, while 
Mafs was fung, he was abfolved of his Excommunication, and took the 


Vifcount Gormanftowne, James Flemming Baron of Slane, Nicholas St. Law- 
rence Baron of Heath, Chriftopher Barnewell Baron of Trimlefowne, Fobn 
Plunket Baron of Dunfany, and others. 5 

Now as touching the Clergy that were abfolved, and that took the 
Oath, were as followeth. 

Walter Fitz-Symons Archbilhop of Dublin, and Fobn Walton his Prede- 
ceflor, who had delivered up the Archbifhoprick fome years before (as is 
fpecified) being blind, referving only the Manour of Swords for his {upport 
during his natural life. Alfo Fon Payne Bilhop of Meath, Edmond Lane 
Bifhop of Xildare, Fohn Purcel Abbot of St. Thomas Court near Dublin, Wal. 
rer Champflowr Abbot of St. Maries Abbey near Dublin, and Fobn C ogan 
Prior of St. Patricks Abbey of Holm-Patrick. All which perfons did bind 
themfelves in Bonds to keep the Oath of Allegiance. | 

Nor muft it be forgotten how Edgecombe after the Earl had done his 
Homage, and taken the Oath, did fit a Golden Chain about his neck, 
which the King had fent him as an earneft of his favour. Matters being 
thus performed, Sir Richard Edgecombe entertained the Earl and the reft 
of the Nobility at a great Feaft in the Houfe of the Friars Preachers. 

The next day Zhomas Meiler Mayor of the City of Dublin, and the 
chief of the Citizens met at the Zowx-Houfe commonly called the Thoul- 

fel, alias the Toulfel, and there they took the Oath of Fidelity in the pre- 
{fence of Sir Richard Edgecombe, who took the form of the Oath from 
them, and carried the fame to the King, being fealed under the City 
Seal. :

Richard Nugent Baron of Delvin, Edmond Plunket Baron of Killeny, .Ni-| 
cholas St. Lawrence Baron of Hoath , Chriftopher Barnwel Baron ot Trim-| 
leftowne, Fohn Plunket Baron of Dunfany, Si William Darcy and Sit, Wil-| 
liam Wellefey, and {ome others ; all which on the 4h. day after, gave in 
both their Bonds and Pledges to obferve and keep certain Articles tend- } 
ing to the Peace and welfare of the Kingdom.

The Earl of Xi/dare (a thing not to be pafled over in filence) having 
intelligence that his Adverfaries at Court were picking an hole in his 
Coat; in the month of November he fet Sail for England, to purge himfelf 
to the King of the crimes that were laid to his charge ; where indeed he 
was heard’: But at that time his Anfiver being not approved of by the 
King, he was the-next year following fent back for Zreland with Sir Ed. 
ward Poynings, who was ordained Deputy of Jreland to examine the mat-

Fames Ormond, Treafurer of Ireland, is faid to be one of the Earls

Perhaps. it will not be amifs to mention here that about the beginning 
of this year Fohn Serjeant Mayor of Dublin, ( which Office he had born 
twice before) was committed to the Caftle of Dublin, Richard Arland be- 
ing for the remainder of the year fubftituted in his Place. I cannot for €er- 
tain tell what Offence was laid to this Serjeants charge, nor what became 
of him afterwards: Some do fufpect that he was a promoter of Perkin 
Warbecks defigns, and engaged in his Confpiracy. 

Matters thus paffing at home while thefe Affairs were tranfacted in 
Ireland, King Hlenry was not wanting to himfelf; for the eafier to-fubvert 
the Plots of the Dutchefs of Burgundy, and the mock Duke of Tork, he 
fent divers Spies into Flaaders, under divers pretexts ; who difcharged 
their Parts fo well, that many of the Confpirators were defeated in Eng- 
land; the King having full information of the whole myftery, whereby 
the prime Confpirators in England loft their Heads. What the King did

| convenient for the purpofe; which is as followeth: Zhe greateft and chief- 
| eff thing that not only impoverifbeth this your Highneffes Lordfhip of Ireland, 
as alfo caufeth fo many Stirs and Fars with them (is idlenefs;) for if the Fa- 
ther have an Eftate, and dies, though he have never fo many children, they 
all banker on that name, who is Prince' or Chief of them, rather than to take 
an Employment or Trade, fuppofing it a difgrace fo to do; their Fathers afore 
them having acquired an Eftate. This is the cuftom of the Countrey, which 
your Elighne[s Subjects have learned of the Natives, filling their panches, care 
not for any other than brawling, and plotting. There are fo many Straglers, 
and Poor, that it is more charity to put them to Work, than to fuccour them 
with Vittuals. This paflage, among other things, Sir Fames Ware collected 
out of Sir Thomas Cotton's Antiquities, in that Famous Library, in the year 
1656. .

{of St. Patricks in Dublin, a very, courteous and learned man, who died 


at Dublin Fanuary the 2d. Eng if tile, 1505. being about 40 years Dean, 
viz. from the death of Philip Norris Doctor of Divinity, his laft Prede- 
ceflor, and was there buried in the Nave of the fame St. Patricks, to 
Which Church he had fairly contributed. Not long afore his death 
he founded an Hofpital in St. Xevins-ftreet at Dublin, tor poor and fick 
folk, principally to be chofen out’ of the Allens, Barre?$, Beggs, Hills, 
Dillons and Rodiers, to whom he affigned Lands for their maintenance. 
On the 8th. of Fune 1504. Walter Fitz Symons Archbilhop of Dublin 


_|gave the Ground to the faid Hofpital, before Allen, Patrick O Fihely, 


of the Order of the Friars Minors of the Obfervance, departed this life, 
being famed for his Learning, and was buried at Corke,in the Abbey of 
his Order of Temolag.

mas, as if he were Ormonds Spy on Kildares actions : Ormond being 
nettled with this deed, he writ Letters for England and charged Kildare 
himfelf with many Crimes. What became of this bufinefs the next year 
will difcover. Hence it may eafily appear how little Affinity is is to be 
trufted, where other ties are wanting. There was great fcarcity of Corn 
this year in Jreland, by reafon of the continual Rains in Summer: 
Gerald Cavenagh, a man of great efteem among the Jrifh in Leinfter, 
dyed in the month of Fanwary; Maurice (being of the fame Blood fuc- 
ceeded him by a popular Election, who afterwards lived till the year 
1531. and then dyed, together with his two Sons, Dermot and Donagh.

His year, after long delays, in the beginning of Apri/ the Caufe 

of the Kings Divorce began to be publickly canvaffed in the Do- 
minicans Abbey at London, in the prefence of the Cardinals Cam- 

pegius and Wolfey, Legates to Pope Clement the Seventh. But it was 


labour in vain: for the Pope at length took cognizance of the Caufe 
7 : himéfelf, 
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himfelf; and recalled Campegius. The King did afterwards pour forth all 
his anger againft Wool/ey, which the year after was his ruine. The King 
(to fum up all in one) after a year or two, being weary of longer delay, 
took to Wife Azne Bullen, on whom he had long doted: Soon after his 
Marriage with Catherine, Daughter to Ferdinand King of ‘Spain, was de- 
clared void in a Parliament held. at We/fminfler, the fame being after- 
wards done in a Parliament begun at Dudlin the 1/?. of May 1536. 

But to return to this year: On the 187h. of Fune Fames Earl of Def 
| mond deceafed at Dingen-Icoufe in Kerry, without lawful Iffue Male, and 
| was buried at Zra/ey’in the Abbey of the Friars Preachers. He left be- 
hind him, by his Wife, a Daughter called Foax, married to Fames eldeft 
Son to Peter Earl of Ormond. His Uncle Thomas, firnamed Moil (that is 
Bald) fucceeded him in the Honour. ; 

Much about that time Wiifon Bifhop of Meuth deceafed. Edward 
Stapley, a Lincolnfhire man was by Pope Clement the Seventh ordained 
to fucceed him, who the next year'came with the Deputy Wiliam Skef- 
Jington into Ireland, and was foon after made one of the Kings Privy 
Council. In the mean time Skefixgton being this year commiffioned and 
fent away by the King, arrived in /re/and in the month of Augu/?, with 
Inftructions (among others) to find out a means to bridle the ‘Souldiers 
Exactions ; and that the Bifhops, and Clergies Poffeffions might be fub: 
ject to bear the Country burdens. This Imployment he difcharged with 
fo much care and fidelity, that he made way for himfelf to. thofe Gifts 
and Preferments: which he foon after enjoyed. : Sonu 

About the beginning of une Edmund Butler Archbifhop of Cafhe// 
fimmoned a Provincial Council at Limerick , at which were prefent Nz 
cholas Comine Bilhop of Lifmore and Waterford, Fohn Coin Bilhop of Lime.

Ihe Deputy receiving the Sword according 
to the cuftom, and immediately collecting his Forces, he took a journe 
into Leix againft O Moore, whom by flight skirmifhes he eafily fubdued, 
and driving away a great prey of Cattel, he returned home. and this 
was the firft Atchievement of his new Charge. 

In the mean time Cardinal Wool/ey, who was King Henrys prime Fa- 
vorite, thereby enriched himfelf exceedingly, (by a fudden turn of the 
wheel) was accufed of High Treafon in the Parliament of Exgland. But 
that Contrivance failing, they alledged that he had incurred the penal- 
ty of a certain Law punifhable by the LofS of all his Goods. Under 
colour of this he was defpoiled of all his Goods. He was afterwards 
fent away to his Archbifhoprick of York , and was foon after by the 
Kings Command apprehended by Fobx Dudley Duke of Northumberland, 
and was led away Prifoner towards Londen, to plead to his Charge there. 
But in his journey (pining away with Grief) he fell into an incurable 
Difeafe, whereof he died in Leiceffer Abbey, the laft of November, and 
was there buried in a Church, in the midft of the Chappel of the Bleffed 
Virgin Mary. ‘This fo great and fudden caufe of Change is attributed 
to the Kings Anger, which he had conceived againft Woolfey ; becaufe the 


cording to his defires. For the King perfivaded himfelf , that if it had 
pleated Woolfey, he might have ordered the bufinefs otherwife.. Behold 
the inconftancy and brittlenefs of humane affairs ; but efpecially: how 
uncertain are thofe things which do rely on humane Favour. 

At the fame time flourifhed Theobaldus Anguilbertus, an Irifh man,

The fame year, Thomus Dillon Bifhop of Kildare being dead, Walter 
Wellefly Prior of the Abbey of Conall in the County of Xi/dare fucceeded 
him; he was fometime Mafter of the Rolls, being ordained by Clement 
the 7¢h. at the entreaty of King Hewry, being one of his Privy Council 
in Jreland. Moreover he held his Priory by Difpenfation as long as he 
lived. About Midfummer Fobn Burge/s Abbot of St. Mary Abbey near 
Dublin deceafed; to whom fucceeded William Laundy, who immediately 
faving his Order) yielded Obedience to Feby Alan Archbifhop of Dublin. 
This man was the laft Abbot of that place before the Suppreffion. 

And now we come to the time wherein the enmity between Skefington 
and Xildare grew to that height, that both of them in all places fought 
matter of accufation to fupprefs each other, if ic might be poffible. Skef- 
fington afterwards, by Letters and Mefiengers whicb he fent into Exgland, 
laid many and hainous Crimes to Xé/dares charge. Kildare on the other 
fide,left he fhould be wanting to himfelf, did endeavour, by his Letters and 
Meflengers, to prove Skefingtons Adminiftration to be naught and cor- 
rupt, and left no {tone unturned to caft him out of his Place and the 
Kings Favour, that he might obtain his room. The event for the time 
favoured his proceedings, as it fhall appear in the next years Hiftory.

Earl of Clanrickard, deceafed 
in his own Houfe at Loughreagh , firnamed Nigar by the Zri/h, becaufe 
he made a Mount of dead mens Sculls, covered with Earth, who were 
flain ina Battel. As foon as he was dead'a tumult immediately arofe 
in Clanrickard among the Competitors, the which to appeafe, the Earl of

During thefe paflages, on the twenty eighth of Odfober, Fames Butler, 
Earl of Ormond and Offory, High Treafurer of Zreland, died in the flower 
| of his age, in Afolborne, in the Suburbs of the City of London: fome fay 
he died of Poifon which was mixed with his Meat, in a Feaft made to 
him by his Servants. Fames White Steward of his Houfhold and fixteen 
| more of his Servants perifhed at that time of the fame kind of death. 
The Earl was buried at London, among his Anceftors, in the Hofpital 
Church of St. Zhomas of Acres. But his Heart, according to his com- 
mand, was carried to Kilkenny in Ireland, and there laid up in the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Canicks. He was a perfon of untainted Fidelity 
_| towards his Prince. His Son Thomas, being {carce twelve years of age, 
fucceeded him in the Honour ; he was afterwards by Queen Elizabeth 
(after the death of. ames Earl of Defmond) made High Treafurer of 
Treland in the firft year of her Reign, which Imployment he held during 
his life, and maintained the Place committed unto him by his Anceftors 

with great Splendor and much Faithfulnefs. 

But now to haften to the end of thefe Annals : About the beginning 
of December King Henry for a long time abounding with Fatnefs, and 
troubled with fore Feet, occafioned by the obftructed paffage of his im- 
poftumated Thigh, he fell into a Feaver, which, increafing by degrees, 
did at laft bring him to his end, at Weftminffer on the 28h. of ‘Fanuary 
following, when he had reigned thirty feven years, nine months and fix 
days, having lived fifty five years, feyen months and fix days.

ed to Munffer, and about the Chri/fmas Holidays apprehended the Earl 
(not expecting or fearing any Warlike Force , but fiting fecurely by his 
own fires fide,) and brought him up to Dublin. But a few days after, 
by Be/inghams means, the Earl was pardoned and received into Favour. 
Hooker adds, that Defmond being before rude and flovenly in drefs, be- 
came, by the Vice Roys advice and perfuafions, grave, quiet, well carri- 
aged, and decent in his apparel; and he failed not daily to pray for the 
Good Bellingham, as he called him; and, what is ftranger than all this, 
became faithful to his Prince. Thus far Afooker; and, as he feems 
to me, much miftaken in what he fays about the Earls. rude Man- 
ners. :

The ninteenth of September, by a publick Edict in England, that thofe 
Pence, called the Rye Peace, coyned under King Henry the Eighth and 
Edward the Sixth (for they were mixt with Brafs) fhould be currant } 
no where but in /re/and only. A HD Hi fad 

December the fourth, the Lord Lieutenant was recalled from Zreland, 
who, together with his Lady, went to HYouth, feven miles from Dublia, 

oe from thence into England. Upon this Tranfportation of my ‘Lord 
| Lieutenant, and his delay in Exgland, after the firft day of the enfuing 
| March the Parliament, that was adjourned at Droghedagh, was diflolved. 
The fecond day after my Lord Lieutenants departure, Curwine Chan- 
cellor, and Sidney Treafurer of the Army were made Juftices, after they 
had taken the Oath in Dablin, at Chriftchurch, before the great Altar, 
having firft heard Maf{s, they received the Royal Sivord from Stanley 
the Marfhal (with whom Suffex had left the Sword to be delivered 
to them.) They enjoyed the Place till the fixth of February, on which 
day Sidney, by the Queens Command, alone was conftituted Juftice , 
and received the Sword in the fame Church, after the accuftomed man- 
ner. And foon afterwards, he directed his Colours againft Arthur O 















ons; anda great part of that Country being burned and plundered, 
he conferred the Lordthip on Theobald Muhoy, Arthurs Brother, who 
gave his Son as a Pledge, that he fhould be faithful to the Queen. 
Afterwards he fupplied the Garrifons of Leixe and Ofaly with Victuals, 
out of the Penfion which is called Ceafs, collected to that end in the 
Country called the Englifh Pale. This year it was alfo publickly pro- 
claimed, that no Vittuals fhould be carried out of the Engli/h Difiri&, 
to any other poflefled by the Zrifh.

Dom 
me, Valiant inWar; but the Name of Patrick was given‘him long after as Vv 
a Badg of Honour ‘by Pope Celeftin, who fent him into Ireland to 
Preach the Gofpel, Anno Chrifti, 432. Of the Dignity and Privileges 
of the Patricij among the ancient Romans; See Dionyf. Halicarn. Rom. Antiq. 
Lib. 2..Ch. 2. And fo the Kings of France by a Decree of Pope Stephen, in the | 
Reign of King Pepin, were ftiled Romanorum Patricij. Patrick was born in Taber- 
nia, a little Britith Country now part of Scotland, near the Cafile of Dunbrt- 
tain , his Father was Calpornins, a Deacon, his Grandfather Potitus, a Presby- 
ter, as he fays, fpeaking of his Family in his Confeffions.

he finifhed that Work in a Year or two,, whereof the Lords Marchers had not per-. 
formed a third part with their continual bordering War, for two hundred years before. 
And withal, we may obferve that though this King had now the Dominion of 
Wales in Fure proprietats, as the Statute of Rutland affirmeth ; which before was. 
fubjeft unto him but.in Sure feodalz : And though he had loft divers “principal! 
Knights and Noblemen in that War, yet did he not reward his Servitors with 
whole Countries or Counties, but with particular Manors and Lordfhips : as to Henry | 
Lacy Ear of Lincolne, he gave the Lordthip of Denbigh ; and to Reginald Gray the 
Lordthip of Ruthen.; and fo to others. And if the like courfe had been ufed in 
the winning and diftributing the Lands of Jreland, that Ifland had been fully con-} 
quered before the Continent of Wales had been reduced. But the truth is, when| - 
private Men attempt the Conqueit of Countries at theit own charge, commonly 
their Enterprizes do perifh without fuccefS : as when, in the time of Queen Elizabeth, 
Sit Thomas Smith undertook to recover the Ardes ; and Chatterton, to reconquer 
the Fues and Orier: The one loft his Son, and the other, Himtelf ; and both their 
Adventures came to nothing. And as for the Crown of Eygland, it hath had 
the like Fortune in the Conqueft of this Land, as fome Purchaiers have, who defite 
to buy Land at too eafie a rate ; they find thofe cheap Purchafes fo full of 
_ |trouble, as they fpend twice as much as the Land is worth betore they get the quiet 
Poffeflion thereof. eee 
And as the beft Policy was not obferved in the diftribution of the conquered | 
Lands ; fo, as I conceive, that the firft Adventurers, intending to make a full 
Conquelt of the Zryb, were deceived in the choice of the fitte/t places for their 
Plantation ; For they fate down, and erected their Caftles and Habitations in the 
Plains and open Countries, where they found moft fruitful and profitable Lands, and 
turned the /rip into the Woods and Mountains : Which, as they were ‘proper places}. 
for Out-lawsand Thieves, fo were they their natural Caftles and Fortifications , thi- 
ther they drave their Preys and Stealths: there they lurkt, and lay in wait to do mif- 
chief. Thefe faft places they kept unknown by making the ways and entries there- 
unto impaflable ; there they kept their Creaghts or Heards of Cattle, living by 
the Milk of the Cow, without Husbandry or Tillage ; there they escreafed and 
multiplied unto infinite numbers by promifcuous Generation among themfelves : 
there they made their Aflemblies and Confpiracies without difcovery : But they 
difcovered the weaknef$ of the Eng/i/h dwelling in the open Plains , and thereupon 
made their Sallies and Retreats with great Advantage: whereas, on the other fide, 
if the Englifh had builded their Caftles and Towns in thofe places of FaftnefS, and 
had driven the Jri/b into the Plains and open Countries, where they, might have| 
had an eye and obfervation upon them, the Jrifb had been eafily kept in order 
and in fhort time reclaimed from their wildnef$: There they would have ufed 
Tillage, dwelt together in Townfhips, and learned Mechanical Arts and Sciences. 
The Woods had been wafted with the Exgli/h Habitations, as they are about the 
Forts of Maryborough and Phillipftown, which were built in the fafteft places in Lein- 
fter ; and the Ways and Paflages throughout Ireland would have been as clear and] ” 
open, as they are in Exgland at this day.

Again, if King Henry the Second, who is faid to be the King that conquered 
this Land, had made Fortefts in Ireland, as he did enlatge the Forrefts in England 
(for it appeareth by Charta de Fore/ta, that he afforefted many Woods and Wafts, 
to the grievance of the Subject, which by that Law were difafforrefted) or if thofe 
Englifh Lords, amongft whom the whole Kingdom was divided, had been good 
Hunters, and had reduced the Mountains, Boggs, and Woods within the Limits 
of Forrefts, Chafes, and Parks , affuredly; the very Forreft Law, and the Law ge 
Malefattoribas in parc, would in time have driven them into the Plains and Coun.

As for Oppreflion, Extortion,’and other trefpaffes, the 
weaker had sever any remedy againft the ftronger : whereby it came to pafs, 
that no man could enjoy his Life, his Wife, his Lands, or Goods in fafety, if a 
mightier man than himfelf had an appetite to take the fame from him. Wherein 
they were little better than, Cannibal, who do. hunt one ‘another, and that hath 
moft ftrength and fwiftnefs, doth eat and devour all his fellows. 

Again, in Exgland, and all well ordered Commonweals, Men have’ certain 


to Son, which doth give them encouragement to build, and to plant, and to im- 
het ‘aus | Prove their Lands, and to make them. better for their pofterities, But by the Irifb 
hk tani-'Cuftom of Tanifiry, the Chieftanes of every Country, and chief of every Sept,

Thefe two Irifh Cuftoms made all their poffeffions uncertain, being thufiled, 
and changed, and removed fo often from one to another, by new eleGtionsand 
partitions ; which uncertainty of eftates hath been the true caufe of fuch Defola-| & 
tion and Barbarifin in this Land, as the like was never feen in any Country} ‘ 
that profefled the name of Chrift. For though the Iri/bry be a Nation of great’ 
Antiquity, and wanted neither wit nor valour; and though they had received! 
the Chriftian Faith above 1200 years fince; and were lovers of Mufick, Poe- 
try, and all kind of Learning ; and poliefied a Land abounding with all things 
| neceflary for the civil life of man, yet (which is ftrange to be related) they did 
never build any houfes of brick or ftone (fome few poor Religious Houfes ex- 
cepted ) before the Reign. of King Henry the Second, though they were Lords 
of this Ifland for many bundred years before, and fince the Conquett attempted 
{by the Englith : Albeit, when they faw us build Caftles upon their borders, they} 
have only in imitation of us, ere¢ted fome few piles for the Captains of the Coun- 
try : yet I dare boldly fay, that never any particular perfon, either before or fince, 
did build any ftone or brick houfe for his private habitation, but fuch as have} 
lately obtained eftates, according to the courfe of the Law of England. — Neither 
did any of them in all this time, plant eny Gardens or Orchards, inclofe or improve 
their Lands, live together in fettled Villages or Towns, ner made any provifion 
for pofterity; which being againft all common fenfe and reafon, muft needs be im- 
puted to thofe unreafonable Cuftoms, which made their eftates fo uncertain and 
tranfitory in their poffeffions. ., ee ¢ : 
- For, who would plant or improve, or build upon that Land, which a ftranger, 
whom he knew not, fhould poflefs after’ his death? For that (as Salomon noteth ) 
is one of the ftrangelt vanities under the Sun. And this is the true reafon why 
Ulfter, and.all the Jrih countries are found {0 wafte and defolate at this day, and 
fo would they continue till the worlds end, if thefe: cuftoms were not abolifhed 
by the Law of England. ae | : 
_ Again, that Jri/b cuftom of .Gavelkind, did breed another mifchief ; for there- 
by every man being born to Land, as well Baftard as Legitimate, they all held 
themfelves to be Gentlemen. And though their: portions were never fo fmall, and 
|themfelves never {0 poor (For Gavel-kind mujt needs in the end make a poor Gen- 
| tility ) yet did they fcorn to defcend to Husbandry or Merchandize, or to learn 
| any Mechanical Art or Science, And this is the true caufé why there were never 
any Corporate Towns erected in the, Iri#/p Countries; As for Maritime 
Cities and Towns, moft certain it is, that they were built and peopled by} © ' 
the Ooftmen or Eajfterlings : for the Natives of Ireland never performed fo good a 
work as to build a City. Befides, thefe poor Gentlemen were fovaffeéted unto 
their fmall ‘aie of Land, as they rather chofe to‘live at home by Theft, Ex- 
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|tortion, and Céthering, than to feck any better fortunes abroad.:' which encreafed 
jtheir Septs or Sirnames into fuch numbers, as there are not to be found in any} 
| Kingdom of Exrope , fo many Gentlemen of one Blood, Family, and Sirname, 
fas there are of the Queals in Ulfler ; ofthe Bowrks in Conaughr, of the Geraldines\- 
‘and Butlers in Jdunjfter and Leinjter.. And the like may be faid of the inferior} 
Bloods and Families ; whereby it came to paf$ in times of ‘Trouble and Diffention, 
that they made great parties and factions, adhering one to another, with} much] 
conftancy ; becaufe they were tied together, Vinculo, famguinis ; whereas Rebels 
and, Malefactors, which are tied to their Leaders by band, either of Duty or 
Blood, do more eafily break and fall off one from another And befides, their 
co-habitation in one Country or Territory, gave them opportunity fuddenly to af} 
‘femble and confpire, and rife in multitudes againft the Crown. And even now,} 
iin the time of peace, we find this inconvenience, that there can hardly be an indif.

\the plagues of Ireland, lafted four hundred years together. This Extortion of

‘Lafily, this oppreflion did of force and neceflity make the Irvifh a crafty peo- 
ple sor fuch as are opprefled and live in flavery, are ever put to their fhifts, Inge- 
nivm mala fepe movent ; and therefore, in the old Comedies of Plantus and Terrence, 
the Bondflave doth always att the cunning dnd crafty part.

| Why cher hil finart or faffer fome opprefiion. - And 'this idlenefS, together with fear of i- 


ar ane’ tminent mifchiefs, which did continually Hang over their ‘heads,’ have been the} 
caufe; that the Iri/h were ever the moft inquilitive people after news, of any Na- 
tion in the World. As §. Pani himfelf’ made obfervation — the people “of 
‘Athens’, that they were an idle people, and did nothing but learn and tell news, 
FAnd: becanfe thefe News-carriers,. did by their falfe intelligence, many times 
jraifé Troubles and Rebellions inthis Realm, the Statute of Ki/kenny doth punith 
News-tellers ( by the name of Skelaghes)) with fine and ranfom. eae, 
~'Fhis Extortion of Coigne and Lrvery, wastaken for the maintenanceof their men of 
War, but their Iri/b exagtions extorted by the Chieftains and Tanifts, by colour of 
their barbarous Seignory, werealmoft as grievous aburthen as the other; namely Co. | 
Joerings, which were vilitations and progrefles made by the Lord and his followers, a- 
.| mong his Tenants: wherein he did eat them (as theEnglifhProverb is) Ont of Houle and 
home. Seffings of the Kern, of his family, called Kernety, of his Horfes and Horfe-boys; 
| of his Dogs and Dog-boys, and the like: And laftly, Cuttings, Tallages;or Spendings, 
high or low, at hispleafure , all which made the Lord an abfoliite Tyrant, and the 
Tenant a very Slave and Villain, and in one refpect more miferable than Bondflaves, 
For commonly the Bond-lave is fed by his Lord, but bere'the Lord was fed by bis Bondflave. 
__Latily, there were two other Cuftoms proper and peculiar to the Irifbry, which

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being the caufe of many ftrong Combinations and Faétions, do tend to the; : 
utter ruine of a Commonwealth : The one was Foffering ; the other Goffipred ; 
both which have ever been of greater eftimation among this people than with 
any other Nation in the Chriftian World, ‘ For Foftering, I did never hear or| 
read, that it was in that ufe or reputation in any other Country, Barbarous or 
Civil, as it has been, and yet is, in ireland : where they put away all their chil- 
idren to Fofterers : the potent and rich men Selling , the meaner fort Buying, the 
alterage of their Children ; and the reafon is, becaufé in the opinion of this} 
| people, Foffering had always been a ftronger alliance than Blood; and the Fo-| 
fter-Children do love, and are beloved of their Fofter-Fathers, and their Sept, more 
than of their own natural Parents and Kindred, and do participate of their 
~|means more frankly, and do adhere unto them in all fortunes, with more 
affection and conftancy.. And though T#Zy in his Book of Friendthip doth ob- 
ferve , that children of Princes being fometimes in cafes of neceflity , for {a- 
ving of their lives, delivered to Shepherds to be nourifhed and bred up, when they 
{have been reftored to their great fortunes, have ftill- retained their love and affe-| 
Bion to their Fofterers, whom for many years they took to be their Parents - yet 
this was a rare cafe, and few examples are to be found thereof, - a ee 
But fuch a general cuftom in a Kingdom, in giving and taking children to 
Fofter, making fuch a firm alliance as it doth in Ireland, was never feen or heard 










































| of, in any other Country of the World befides, 7 
The like may be faid of Gofipred, or Compaternity, which though by the Canon 
Law, it be a Spiritual affinity, and a Juror that was Gothip to either of the par- 
ties, might in former times have been challenged, as not indifferent by our Law, 
yet there wasno Nation under the Sun, that ever made fo Religious account 
thereof, as the Iri/h. Be i. pi 
~ Now thefe two Cuftoms, which of themflves are indifferent in other King- 
|doms , became exceeding evil and full of mifchief in this Realm, by reafon of 
the inconveniences which followed thereupon. For they made (as I faid be- 
fore ) ftrong parties and factions, whereby the great men were enabled to 
opprefS their Inferiors, and to oppofe their Equals : and their followers were | 
jborn out and countenanced in all their lewd and wicked ations : For Fo- 
fterers and Goffips, by the common cuftom of Zre/and, were to maintain one 
another in all"taufes lawful andunlawful, which as it is a Combination and Con- 
federacy pustifhable in all well-governed Commonweals, fo was it not one of the 
leaft caufes of the common mifery of this Kingdom, eas 
I omit their common repudiation of their Wives; their promifcuous gene- 
ration of Children , their negleCt of lawful Matrimony , their uncleannef$ in Ap- 
parel, Diet, and Lodging ; and their contempt and fcorn of all things neceflary 
for the civil life of man. ch VLE RS of DORE ao 
Thefe were the Jrifh Cuftoms, which the Bnglifh Colonies did embrace and ufe, 
after they had rejected the Civil and Honorable Laws and Cuftoms of England, whereby 
they became Degenerate and Metamorphofed like Nebuchadnezzar : who although 
he had the face of aman, had the heart of a beaft ; or like thofe who had drunk | 
of Circes Cup, and were turned into very Bealts; and yettook fuch pleafiire in 
their beaftly manner of life, as they would not return to theirthape of men again :]- 
Infomuch, as within lefs time than the age of a man, they had no marks or 
differences left amongit them of that Noble Nation, from which» they 
were defcended. For, as they did not only forget the Englih Language, and 
fcorn the ufe thereof, but grew to be afhamed of their very Eyghjb Names, 
though they were Noble and of great Antiquity, and took Zrifh Sirnames and 
| Nick-nange Namely , the two moft potent Families of the Bourks in Conaught 
(after the Houfe of the Red Earl failed of Heirs males ) called their Chiefs, 
| aac Wiliam Eighter, and Mac Wiliam Oughter. Yn the fame Province, Bre-| 
mingham, Baron of Athenree, cided himfelf Mac Yor. Dexecefter or ‘De’exon,|. 
was called Mac Fordan., Mangle, or de Angulo, took the name of Mac Coftelo, Of the 
Inferior families of the Bourkes, one was,called Mac Hubbard, another Mac David. In 
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Hiftorical Relations, <c. 
re Families of the Geraldines planted there, one was called Mac 
peceieem of me Hale of Lixnaw ; and another, Mac Gibbon, who wasalfo cal- 
led the White Knight. ‘The chief of the Baron of Dunboyne’s Houfe, who is a Branch 
of the Houfe of Ormonde, took the Sur-names of Mac Pherw. . Condon of the Coun- 
ty of Waterford, was called Mac Maioge : and the Arch-Deacon of the County of 
V Kilkenny, Mac Odo. And this they did in contempt and hatred of the Englifh Name 
and Nation , whereof thefe degeuerate Families became more mortal Enemies than 
the meer Irifo. And whereas the State and Government being grown weak by 
their DefeGtion, did, to reduce them to Obedience, grant them many Protections 
and Pardons (the cheapne[s whereof, in all Ages, hath brought great Difhonour and 
Damage to this Common-meal) they grew fo ungrateful and unnatural, as in the end 
they fcorned that Grace and Favour, becaute the acceptance thereof did argue 
them to be Subjects ; and they defired rather to be accounted Enemies than Rebels 
to the Crown of England. ~ ie eee ee

Barbarifm, rejefting the Englifo Laws and Cuftoms. Affuredly, by comparing’ the 
ancient Annals of Jveland with the Records remaining here, and in the Tower 

London, 1 do find that this general DefeGtion fell out in the latter end of the 
_|Reign of King Edward the Second, ana in the beginning of the Reign of King 
Edward the '{hird.. And all this great Innovation. grew within the fpace of thirty 
years : within the compafS of which time there fell out divers mifchievous acci- 
dents, whereby the whole Kingdom was in a manner loft. For firft, Edward le 
Bruce invaded Ireland with the Scottifo Army ; and prevailed fo far, as that he 
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ea ih pofiefled the Maritime parts of O/Zer, marched up to the Walls of Dublin, {poiled 
jie? {the Englifh Pale, pafled through Leimfter and Munjter, as far as Limerick, and was 
. Matter of the Field in every part of the Kingdom. | 
This happened in the tenth Year of King Edward the Second, at which time 
the Crown of England was weaker, and fufferéd more Difhonour th both Kingdoms 
than it did at any time fince the Norman Conquelt. Then did the State of England 
Annales Hi- |fend-over John de Hotham to be Treafurer here, with Commiffion to call the great 
Cambden, | Lords of Ireland together ; and to take of them an Oath of Affociation, that they 
fhould loyally joyn together in life and death to preferve the Right of the King 
of England, and to expel the common Enemy : But this Treafurer brought neither 

Men nor Money to perform this Service. : 
“At that time, though Richard Bourk Earl of Ulffer (commonly called the Red 
Earl), was of greater Power than any other Subject in Ireland, yet was he {o far 
fiticken: in years;.as that he was unable to manage the Martial Affairs, as he had 
ee pad during all the Reign of King Edward the, Hirft , having been General of the 
chief Comet ifh Forees, not only in this Kingdom, but ingbe Wars of Scotland, Wales, and 
mie . “el And therefore * Maurice Fitz-Thomas. of Defmond, being then the moft 
int “ae | ¢ Noble Manin this Realm, took upon him the chief Command in this iar

for the fupport whereof the Revenue of this Land was far too fhort, and yet no 
Supply of Treaftre was fent out of Exgland. : Hou . 
_ Then was there no means to maintain the Army, but by feffing the Soldiers upon 
the Subject, as the Iri/b were wont to impofe their Boxaught : whereupon grew that 
wicked Extortion of Coigue and Livery fpoken of before, which in fhort time ba- 5 

| nifhed the greateft. part of the Free-holders out of the Counties of Kerry, Limerick,| us 
Cork, and Waterford ; into whofe Pofleflions De/mond and his Kinfmen, Allies, and} 
Followers, which were then more rib than Englifb, did enter and appropriate thefe} _ 
Lands unto themfelves, Defimond himfelf taking what Scopes he beft liked for his} 
Demeafnes in every Country, and referving an Irib Scigniory out of the reft.| 
And here, that | may verifie and maintain by matter of Record, that which is be-| - 
fore delivered touching the nature of this wicked Extortion called Coigxe and Li-} 
very ; and the manifold mifchiefs it did produce, I think it fit and pertinent to 
infert the Preamble of the Statute of 10 of Hewry the Seventh, ¢. 4. not printed, | 
but recorded in Parliament Rolls of Dublin, in thefe words : Ar the Requeft and 
Supplication of the Commons of thu Land of Ireland, that where of long time there 
hath been ufed and exatted by the Lords and Gentlemen of. this Land, many and di- 
| vers damnable Cuftoms and Ufages, which been called Coigne and Livery, and Pay ,\ 

| that 15, Horfe meat and Maus meat, for the finding of their Horfe-men and Foot-men . 
and over that, 4 d. or 6 d. daily to every one of them to be had and paid of the poor 
Earth-Tillers, and Tenants, Inhabitants of the faid Land, without any thing doing or 

| paying therefore. Befides, many Murders, Robberies, Rapes, and other manifold Ex-| - 
tortions and Oppreffions by the faid Horfe-men gud Foot-men, daily and nightly com-\ 
mitted and done ; which been the principal caufes of the Defolation and Dejtruttion of 

| the fad Land, and hath brought the fame into Ruine, and Decay, Jo as the moft part 
of the Englifb Free-holders and Tenants of this Land been departed out thereof, fome 
into the Realm of England, and other fome to other ftrange Lunds ; whereupon the\ 
forefaid Lords and Gentlemen of this Land have Intruded into the faid Free-holders 
and Tenants Inherttances ; and the fame keepeth aud occupieth as their own Inheri- 
tances ; and fetter under them in the {ame Land the Kings Irith Enemies, to the di- 
minifbing of Holy Churches Rites, the difberifon of the King and his obedient Subjetts,\ 
and the utter ruine and defolation of the Land. For reformation whereof, be it en- 
atted, That the King fhall receive a Subfidy of 26 5. 8.d. out of every 120 Acres: of 
| airable Land manured, &c. But to return to Thomas Fitz-Maurice of Defmond , By 
ithis Extortion of Coigne and Livery he fuddenly grew from a mean to a mighty 
Eftate ; infomuch as the Baron Finglas in his Difcourfe of the Decay of Ireland, 
affrmeth, that his ancient Inheritance being not one thoufand Marks yearly, he 

‘became able to difpend every way, ten thoufand Pounds per Annum. . 

Thefe Poffeffions being thus unlawfully gotten, could not be maintained by the 
juft and honourable Law of England, which would have reftored the true Owners 

.jto their Land again , and therefore this great Man found no means’ to continue 
and uphold his ill-purchafed Greatnefs, but by rejecting the Englifb Law and Go- 
vernment, and affuming in lieu thereof the barbarous cuftoms of the Ir): And 
hereupon, followed the defection of thofe Four Shires, containing the greateft part 
of Munjter, from the obedience of the Law. ‘ 

In like manner (faith Baron Finglas ) the Lord Tipperary (perceiving how well 
the Houfe of Defmond had thrived by Corgne and Livery, and other Irifh exattions ) 
began to hold the like courfe in the Counties of Tipperary and Kilkenny; whereby 
he got great Scopes of Land, efpecially in Ormonde, and raifed many Jri/b exaiti- 
ons upon the Engizh Eree-holders there ; which made him fo potent and abfolute a- 
mong them, as at that time they knew no other Law, than the will of their Lord, 
Befides, finding that the Earl of Defmond excluded the ordinary Minifters of Juftice, 
under colour of a Royal liberty, which he claimed in the Counties of Kerry, Cork, | - 
and Waterford, by a grant of King ‘Edward the Firft, (aSappeareth in a Quo war- 
ranto, brought againft him, Avuo 12. Edw. 1.) the Record whereof, remaineth in]

\formed, that worthy Deputy finding nothing but a common mifery, took the beft
